Mr. Dafoe took the stand that both in Canada 
and the United States the desire for effective measures 
to deal with depression have tended to make many 
people interested m effective action rather than "hard 
won" freedom. The Winnipeg editor freely acknowl¬ 
edged the weakness and relative ineffectiveness of 
democracy; but he insisted that these weaknesses 
were infinitely preferable to an efficiency generated 
under the conditions of loss of freedom represented by 
either Communism or Fascism. 

The editor of The Winnipeg Free Press touched 
the right spof when he implied there must be real 
freedom. It it a commonplace to talk about the soap¬ 
box orators at the Marble Arch end of Hyde Park 
in London. England. Nevertheless, at that gmt 
“spouters" by the dozen get off their pet ideas and go 
away on the thank end of a Sunday afternoon fully 
convinced that they have rendered a great public 
service. 

If we confined these sentiments up m an un¬ 
wholesome garret, with police outside, we would be 
merely promoting a violent reaction. As Mr. Dafoe 
says, let there he a proper recognition of the "value
